| gots,” and all Inſtruments of Cruelty, upon the In- 

nocent Heads of Poor Proteſtants. But GOD have 
the Praiſe, That we are 1n hopes to ſee it not only 

Blow over, but that the Storm is likely to fall up- 

on the Heads that raiſed it. Some of theſe treache- 

rous Dealers, who haye dealt fo very treacherouſly 
with us, are already faller into the Pit which they 
had digged for Others, and are enſnared in the miſ- 
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chievous Works of their own Hands; and it is to- 
be hoped for the Reſt, That their violent dealing 
will fall upon their own Heads ; tor He who is Truth. 
it ſelf, in whom we truſt, whoſe we are, and whom 
we ſerve, has aſſured us, That Wicked and Bloodthirity 
Men. ſhall not live out half their Dayes;for he whois the 
God of all Mercy, abhors the cruel and deceitful Man.. 
In a Concern of ſo common and univerſal Near- 
neſs, I cannot conceive any Perſon 1o little or incon-- 
fiderable in a Nation, but ſince he mult participate 
and have a ſharein the common Happineſs or Miſ- 
fortunes that ſhall happen; he muſt alſo have a Right, 
if not a Duty, to endeayor to do what ſervice he 
can to the Pablique : Every Mans Oar may,and.ought 
tobe inthe Boat, to preſerve her from ſinking; and: 
though poſlibly I may value my endeavors 1n this. 
little Scrole,as cheap as any can delire, yet the good 
Intention of it being the only thing that can give: 
it a Recommendation, that may alſo procure it Par- 
don ; and if it be demanded why I write? 'tis an- 
fwered, Not to increaſe the Croud of Pampblets, 
which- at ſuch Times fly about the Streets like 
Chaffbefore'the Wind: ſo that one is obliged to take 
fome Pains to find the Wheatz which ſome able 
and induſtrious. Hands have winnowed from. the 
Droſfs; but it is perfeatly out of Charity, and for the 
Information of fuch who will not be at a greater 
Charge than ſuch a Trifle. And therefore I do not 
pretend to Inftruc the great Managers of the Aﬀeairs 
of State; or to meddle with the Needl: and Com- 
paſs of the Pyblique Bottom; tis dangerous med- 


ling with the Helm of State, even ſometimes for the 
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Publique Pilots z Tam no DiFator of Politicks, or 
Pretender to, give Unerring Res for- our- future 
Settlement; or preſent Security 3 but a- Plain, Ho- 
neſt, Well-meaning Ezg:/hmar, who heartily Honor 
my Prince, Love my Church, and Wiſh well tomy 
fellow Subje@&s. | | 
And to manifeſt that I am ſo, I will endeavorin 
ſhort to ſhew to. thoſe of my own Sphere, the com- 
mon Danger under which we he, whil{t we are 1n- 
feſted with theſe concealled Semeraries and Feſuites; 
the probable Way to Detect and Diſcover them, 
notwithſtanding Gheir Protean Faculties of Diflimu- 
lation, Perjury, and Putting on fo many Shapes ; and 
the great [ztereſ# that every Man has, te do his ut- 
moſt, to clear the Nation of ſuch Secret Scorprons, as 
Poyſon both Mens Souls and Bodies. 

It is.in vain for usto hope to be free from Earth- 
quakes and: Convullions of State ſo long as theſe 
Men of Tempeſiuons Principles are continually ma- 
king their Fireworks in our very Itrals; the Pa- 
pacy. is fitly refembled by the dreadful Ara, or 
Veſuvins, which take Trace ſometimes with the 
neighbouring Plains for many Years; but when the 
ſulphurious Mafs of their Iztrals,is recruited, then do 
they break out in horrid Flaxes, to the terror of 
the Country round for many Leagues ; which they 
ruine and cover with barren Pamites and Aſhes; thus 
will the Rowaniſts when one of their Plots is dico- 
vered and prevented, give us a little breathing znot 
out of any Charity to us, or Remorſe in their own 
Conſciences, but to make us more ſecure till another 
Deſign is ripe for Execution : op have often through 
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Gods goodnels eſcaped their treacherous Mzzes,even 
when they were ready to Play; but who is able to 
ſay, We ſhall always be ſaved by Mracles ? if the 
Red Sea be divided for our ſakes, we mult walk 
through itz if we will eſcape to a Shoar of Safety, 
ſomething we muſt do, and endeavor to promote 
our own Peace, Safety, and Security, 

It cannot be doubted, but the Rom2ar Dragon has 
bcen and ever will be induſtrious and vigilant to 
regain this Heſperian Garden of Exgland, which in 
times paſt was wont to yield him ſuch Plenty of Gol- 
den Fruit, that one of the Popes was uſed to ſay, 
That England was Putens inexhauſtzs, A Spring of 
Treaſure, which could never be drawn dry; and if 
the [tal;an Gulph, which they Term the Apoſtolich 
Chamber could not do it, he had ſome reaſon to fay 
as he did. We need not give our ſelves much pain, 
to trace this Leviathan the crooked Serpert, 1n all 
his windings and turnings, by which he has endea- 
vour'd, to wrapand embrace us again in his painted, 
but mortal Folds: There has. paſt no Prizces Reign 
ſince the Reformation, but what has been plagued 
with the pernicious Coxzſels, or miſcheivous Strata- 
gems of theſe Sons of Matchiavel: and they have 
all ways been endeavouring either by open Craelty, 
or ſecret Conſpiracies, to re-eſtabliſh the Roman Ty- 
ranny Among us. 

'To theſe inveterate Enemies of our Peace, were 
our Arceſtors obliged tor all the Treaſons and the 
Wars of @necen Elizabeths Reign : Catena, who writ 
the-Life ot Pope Pizs the {ifth, gives a full Narra- 
tive of the ſecret Counſcls of that Pope and the King 
of 
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of Spain, and attributes all thoſe conſequent Trou- 
bles in Englazd and Ireland, to the warm Zeal of 
that Pope, to reſtore us to the Catholique Faith. 
To theſe we owe, that moſt barbarous, helliſh,-and 
deteſtable Deſign of the Guzpowder Treaſon, inthe * 
beginning of King James his Reign: over Eng- 

land. 

But that upon which they had grounded fo 
much confidence, and which they intended ſhould

For Spair being by the help of the [nquiſitior, 
the Cruelties of the Duke 4 4/va, and the Aſſiſtance 
of the Engliſh, diſmembred of ſo great a Strength 
as the ſeven Maritine Provinces of the Neather- 
lands; and the fatal Eighty Eight having clipt her 
Pinions of Power at Sea 3 Portzgal revolting to the 
Family of Braganzaz they judged, that even Hope 
of Aſliſtance from ſo crazie, maimed, and diſ- 
Jointed a Crowz, was a vain Impoſlibility. France 
was full of Civil Broils, occalioned by the Preten- 
ſions of the Houſe of Grife, and the Prixces of the 
Blood to the Regency, during the: Minority of 
Francis the Second, and Charles the Ninth; and in 
danger of becoming totally Hygonot it ſelf, had not 

| the 
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the Bloody Veſpers of St, Bartholomew in the Year 
1372. by the Pariſian Maſſacre, as they thought, 
let out the molt dangerous and Feavourtſh Prote- 
ſtant Blood in the Body ; and after that, had it not 
been reſcued from that danger in the Head, by 
the more than Rowan, the Roman Catholique cou- 
razes of Clement and Rariliac, by whoſe Aſlaſſt- 
nating Hands the Two Henries, the Third and Fourth 
fell 3 ſo that little hope of help was to be expected 
from that Quarter, to regain Ezg/and to Obedience 
to the Catholique Faith of Rome. Germany was at too 
great a diſtance, and too much Lutheran,and compo- 
ſed of too many jarringand perpetually jealous te» 
reſts, to expect any Succour from Ratzsboxne 3 nor 
was it well able to defend it ſelf from the furious 
Shock of the Warlike Gzſiavws King of Swede; 
who 1n probability had he lived any corifiderable 
time, would have made good the Anagram of his 

Name; and changed it to Arguſizs. 
Theſe Circumſtances of Affairs, and the poſture 
in which Exrope then ſtood , obliged the Sons of 
Iimping Loyola, to put off the Lyons Skin, and be- 
gin to play the Fox; and to try if Art, and Arti- 
fice would not repair what their unſucceſsful Trea- 
ſons and improſperous Arms had in vainattempted. 
And now the After-gawe they had to play for fo 
great a Stake, was to be managed with their moſt 
refined Skill : from henceforward Divide e> Impera 
muſt be-the Word ; the ſecret Sprizg that muſt move 
the mighty Machize, by which they were to com- 
pleat our overthrow. All their Arts were uſed to 
ſow Diſſentions, Sefts, Schiſms, Fears and Jealou-

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fies among us3 and by pretending a danger and fear 
of Popery , really to make the way ealie to intro- 
duce it.

Fluſht with this lucky Hier, and the ſucceeding. 
loſs of Rochel,. they now reſolve cloſely to follow 
the Blow, and purſue their point; and by making: 
the Popiſh Party in England appear good and loyal 
Subjects, zealous for the Crow#, and oppolite to the- 
Fattious of the ſeveral SeFs, they were reſolved by 
this one Artifice to- ruine the Heretiques,. by their 
own Diviſions: for by this means the Papiſts began 
to appear quiet and innocent, and not only fo, can 
Lojal Subjects and Friends to the Crows - this they 
knew would diſarm the Penal Laws in force againſt 
them, of their uſual ſeverityz and that would at 
once increaſe the number of. their own Proſelztes, 
and that of Diſſenters too; and whilſt many were 
recalled whom the fear of Perſecution had ſtagger- 
ed from the Romiſh Religion, the Indulgence which

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was ſhewn them, gave ſuch Apprehenſions and A- 
larms of the growth and fear of Popery, that it aug- 
mented the number of Diſſenters, and gave a co- 
lourable pretext to the Fad7oxs and Di/ioyal among 
them to manage their Defigrs with the greater fa- 
cility. 

F, or this unmerited Clemency of our Prizces, na- 
turally tender of the Lives and Fortunes of their 
Subjects, ſo long as they ſaw no appearance from 
them, but of Innocence, Kindneſs and Loyalty ; 
they conſtantly perverted to this ingrateful uſe, ſe- 
cretly to inſtil a Fealonſre into the Minds of their 
Proteſtant Subjefts, of their dil-affetion- to the Pro- 
teſtant Religion : inſinuating that the Suſpenſion of 
the Penal Laws in force againſt Roman Catholiques, 
was the effect of the Princes inclination to Popery. 
Now the Coxrt was certainly making a tack towards 
the Coaſt of 1taly, and it would not be long be- 
fore they came to an Anchor in Tyber : for what 
could make it more clear and manifeſt, than the 
Kindneſs, as well as Indulgence which was ſhewn 
to thoſe-of that Perſwaſion £ This deadly Poiſon, 
thus ſweetned and guilded over, went down with 
the Querulous and Credulous Multitude of diſſent- 
ing Proteſtants, and-was not a little forwarded by 
thoſe Factious and Diſcontented Promoters of the 
late Rebel/ioz, as the moſt ſerviceable Engine, to 
batter down both the Crows and the Church. What 
unconceiveable pleaſure was it now for theſe con-

them to it z had the Net of this great Rowan Fiſher- 
man been drawn up upon us, all had been Fiſh that 
had. come to the Net, all would have been involved 
in the common Calamity 3 for had the M:/chief been 
formed into perfe&Mozſter,had it come toits growth 
and ſtrength, all Sorts and Degrees of Men, with- 
out difference or diſtinftion , who would not 
have abandoned the Proteſtaut Religion , and 
ſubmitted to the Rowax Yoak, mult have fallen as 
Sacrificesifnot to their Religion, yet to that Policy 
which neceſſarily attends Cruelty and Uſurpation, 
the Deities which. now the Romans worſhip. Nor 
could theſe ambitious Zealots, have ever believed 
their unjuſt Dominion ſufficiently ſecured from the 
danger of future Relapſes, but by the intire deſtru- 
Ction of all thoſe, whom they could not truſt, or 


- -might either ſuſpeQor fear,8 by ſeizing their Eſtates, 


to enable themſelves with Force and Arbitrary Pow- 
er and Tyranny to take away the Liberties and Op- 
portunities of oppoſing them, from ſuch as they muſt 
permit to ſurvive the general Maſacre ; that ſo the 
might beout of fear from thoſe whom they intend- 
ed to make, and treat like Slaves.

If this had been the Projed& of a'few Zealows Re- 
cluſes, or managed by the hot Brains of ſome Sha- 
ven Heads; or had it been the undertaking of ſome 
few Diſcontented Laicks, there might have been 
ſome colour of excuſe for the Religioz in general, 
there being ill Men of all Religzozs, and even a- 
mong thoſe who profeſs the Truelt:When there were 
but Twelve Apoſtles, one of them was a Devil, a 
Traitor,and covetous Myrderer : But when He,who 
ſtiles himſelf the Vicar of Chris#, the Succeſlor of St. 
Peter and St. Paul, the Infallible Head of the Catho- 
lique Church, who cannot Err from the True Faith, 
the Supreme Judge of Controverſies, the Keeper of 


the Keyes of Heaven and Earth, Hell and Purgato- 


ry, when he ſhall be the Principal I»ſtzgator, Pro- 
moter and Encourager of Myrder, OUſurpation, Trea- 
ſor, and Rebellion, fure no Man can believe, but that 
either the Faith of Rome 1s not the Catholique Faith, 
or that the Church of Rome, 1t this: be her Faith, is 
no true part of the Catholique Church. For if we 
may J4dge of the Tree by the Fruits, ſuch horrid 
and infamous Practices, ſeem to make the Pope ap- 


pear, the Succeſſor of {ſcariot, who betray'd his Ma-

the Faith of Chriſt by Rules of Meekneſs, Tendernels,

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whoever ſhall conſider theſe Actions of the Pope and 
the Feſnits , will think. them to be ,expeRted'ofly 
from the fierce: Carnibals of the Wes . Indies, who 
have neither Morality, Law, nor Religion ; and not 
from thoſe whoſtile themſelves the PiVar and Ground 
of Truth, the only Profeſlors of the true Faith and

viſe 3 let the words be as plain and perſpicuous ag 
the: Beams of Day: let all the care imaginable be . 
taken to obviate them in their Equzvocations, Mental 
Reſervationsand Evaſfoxs; let them declare that they 
believe that the Pope has no Power to Abfolve thems

All this will not be ſufficient z for the moſt Crim;z-

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with an Aztidote from Rome, which can expel all the 
Poiſon and the danger of ſuch Oaths, and not only 
fo, but render them meritorious, as being part of 
the Perſecution which they ſuffer from Heretiques, 
in defence of the Catholique Religion; and they who 
fear the Pope more than God, and believe that he 
has power to remit all Sins of this Natvre, it they 
eſteem them Sins, will think themſelves ſecure from.

and which is all they have to look too,they imagine 
themſelves hereby fure to eſcape the danger and 
ſeverity of Haman Laws. ; 

And thus cluding the Tryal and Diſcrimination 


of an Oath, they will ſecurely enjoy their Lives and 
Liberties, and remain Maſters of all the Opportu- 
nities of ſtill contriving, and managing their miſ- 
chievous. Conſels, and Treaſonable Attempts : For 


this we are to aſſure our ſelves, that fo long as they 
can.eſcape the danger of puniſhment, they will ne- 
ver give over the Enterpriſe. And though God Al- 
#wighty may not permit them to run to the full ex- 
- tent of their Malice, which terminates in nothing

Mazet 
alt2 mente repoſium 5 The hatred and animoſity 
which they bear us, is ſucceſſive and eferzal; the 
Quarrel is [»zmortal, and made an Trtail like that 
of Hannibals againſt Rome; the old rigid Earthagi- 
ian his Father ſwore him before the A/tars of his 
Country Gods, that he ſhould be perpetuws Romani 
xominis Oſor, and to eſpouſe an Eternal hatred of 


the very Roman Name; nor need we much doubt 


but they have taken the ſame Oath before their A/- 
tars, to hate the Name of Proteſtant. Not all the 
Clemency, Indulgence , or Humanity that can be 
ſhewn them, is capable of taming this bequeathed 
Fierceneſs againſt us 3 and let poor Proteſtants treat 
them with all the Chri/t:az meekneſs, temper, and 
compaſſion, as becomes the noble profeffion of their 
innocent and Heavenly Religion 3 they will upon 
the firſt opportunity, repay them with the blackeſt 
ingratitude, and moſt incompaſſionate Crxe/ty; two 
Crimes, which -cannot: be outdone by all the Vices 
of Nature and of He/. 

That theſe men have been the great Miſters who 
have improved all our Dzſſertions, few judicious 
and obſerving People have for many years doubted, 
and it is now apparent fromthe Voluntary Confeſii- 
on, of thoſe who have had ſufficient Reaſon toknow, 
and. whoever Conſiders how much it. was their [z- 
tereſt to daſh us one againſt another and ſo to.break 
us in pieces; and what large advantages they have 
made of our mutual d:ſcords3 to what Extremities 
by this ſingle Arrzfice they had reduced .ns3 while. 
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'with our own Swords, we did all we could, and 
almoſt all they could defire of ns to undo our 
ſelves, - and. ruine both the Reputation and Prote- 
ſtart Cauls it ſelf; I ſay, whoever will bring theſe 
things tagether,. will be ealily induced to believe, 
that they have . been the prime A@ors'in, as well as 
contrivers of our Dzviſons. Thus did we give 
them opportunity to enter among us with fecu- 
rity 3 and while, as the late dying Archbiſhop Land 
in his Speech upon the Scaffold prophetically- ob- 
ſeryed, the Cry of Veriunt Romani the Romans are 
coming in upon us, went among a Credulous and 
abuſed People, theſe very Romans whom wefo much 
teared, under other names came in reality upon us, 
and had almoſt taken away our Place, 8&c, Nation. 
Thus did we furniſh them with Conveniency and' 
Arguments to gain Proſelytes to their boaſte> Urzty, 
while they in. return, furnifht us' with mutual 
S_ Jealouſies, and | Arms ,to:deſtroy-our 
elves, | 

Nor is this: the onely fruit which they have al- 
ready reaped, and do.hope .ſtill to reap from thofe 
Seeds of Diſcord which they have ſown, and ſo in- 
duftriouſly cultivated _— us: Here likewiſe they 
poſt themſelves as in a wood, and lie in Ambuſeade, 
ready to annoy us 3 and in the mean time remain 
ſecure from-being attaqued themſelves, or ſo much 
as known or diſcovered ; and being able to trans- _ 
form themſelves into any ſhape, like Highwaymen 
who have committed Myxrder and Robbery, 'tis'but 
turning the Coat and changing the Peruque, and they 
face and laugh at the Hue andCry which does purſue 
them. How 
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How dangerous their Company is in this Tow, 
ſeveral tragical Examples have lately convinced us; 
nor can'we be ſecure from Fire, Sword, 'and Poi- 
ſon, ſo long as theſe Mortal Ezemies Lodge within 
us. Now it is morally impoſlible, and they know 
It, and for that very purpoſe have been fo very in- 
duſtrious to promote our dzwifons, I fay it is im- 
poſiible ſo long as' thofe continue, either to diſco- 
ver them, or get quit of them; ſince when they 
find themſelves cloſely hunted by the Laws, they 
will undoubtedly Herd with ſome Se@F or other and. 
ſo Eſcape. © : | 

His' Majeſty by his Proclamation has commanded 
all PapiiFs whoare not Houſeholders, Travellers, 
&c.: to depart from this his [zperial City : but who 
believes that there are not great numbers of them, 


and Fefnits and _ eſpecially ftillin Towz © and

in probability, thoſe who are molt guilty, and moſt 
defperate: for here in the Crowd they think them-

{cruple in their extreme danger and neceſfity, any 
Or all the Oaths that can be framed or offer'd. them 
to take: and being before hand arm'd by diſpen- 
fations and pardons from their Omripotent Pope, they 
will confult their own ſafety and the good of the 
Catholick Cauſe, without fear of ſwearing, or for- 
fvearing themſelves; fo that ſuch Oaths will prove 
but Cobwebs to take the lefler Flies; while the 
Waſps and Hornets who: carry the ſting and. the 
203/0r will break through them and eſcape.

I do not fpeak this to oppoſe any way of Pxblick 
proceedings againſt -themby Oaths or Teſts decla- 
Ting: their believing that there is no Tranſub3tar- 
tiation of the Elements of Bread and Wine at or 
aferthe Conſecration of them in the Lords Szpper, 
E*c. if their Conſciences can ſwallow and digeſt 
Perjury, much good may it dothem 3 I am aſſured 
it can do-us no injury, but will certainly render 
them obnoxious' to that Vengeance which mult and 
will infallibly fall upon perjur'd heads, and how 
ſudden or ſevere that will be, let them look to it, 
for it nearly concerns them, whatever they may 
think. What TI offer, is only in a private way, 
and to private perſons, that they, in their ſphere may- 
be afliſtant to the Pablick Miniſters of JuStice, and 
of State in the diſcovery of theſe dangerous and 
cunning ſort of Men; and thereby —_— 
what-ltes in our power, 'to our own particular an 
the general ſecurity 'of his Moi? Sacred Majeſty 
(whom God long preſerve !) the Government, our 
Lives, Liberties, Laws, .properties, Relzgior, and. 
Poiterity 
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Poierity, from the outrages, violences, treaſonsand 
Conſpiracies of theſe. our inveterate and mortal 
Enemies. 

And certainly would all people be perſwaded to 
be Unanimors 10 this duty of coming three times 
at the leaſt in every Year to celebrate and pub- 
lickly receive the Holy Sacrament of the Lords Sup- 
per 3 and an account: taken of all ſuch as. refuſe 
and abſent themſelves ; it would be impoſlible upon 
ſtrict enquiry into their mannerof lite and other Cir- 
cumſtances, and eſpeciaJly tendering it to them on 
ſome Lords day next after fuch their Examination, 
that they ſhould eſcape being diſcovered. 

One would think, that the propoſal, were fo ra- 
tional ſo eafie and ſo Religions, that none but the 
very Criminals themſelves, or. their Acceſries and 
Confederates ſhould refuſe this way of Tryal and dif- 
crimination 3 nor is it poſſible for atiy impartial per- 
ſon to conſider and deliberate of it, but he muſt in 
his Jadgment accule ſuch as ſhall refuſe it, as man 
feſt favourers of Papiis and Jeſuits. The Law E- 
ſteems all ſuch as aid, conceal, and comfort Trar- 
tors, or protet them from diſcovery, to be Trai- 
tors themſelves : and though they may plead for 
themſelves that they do not know them that are 
ſuch, and that may free. them from the Penalties 
and danger of the Laws of Men ; yetthis Ignorance 
being perfetly voluntary, and proceeding from 
their wilful neglect of the way and ftieans they had 
to detedt thers, it will not excuſe any perſons 7: foro 
Conſcientie, before God and their own Confofemceh 
from being gwlty, not ony of the Murders an 

mif- 
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miſchiefs that have a!ready happen'd, but of what- 
ſoever may or ſhall happen hereafter, for or by rea- 
ſon of their eſcaping undiſcovered : thetrue Maxim, 
qui nou probibet cum poicſt, jubet, will infallibly lie 
againſt them at the great day of accounts: He who 
hasa poſlibility of preventing a Mz:ſchief, and either 
neglects or refuſes to do it, moſt certainly in the fight 
of God the Righteous Jude, is guilty of it. 

I cannot tell what arguments to make choile of, 
in ſuch a Crowd of them as come thronging into 
my mind, to perſuade people to be willing and 
ready to perform a duty they owe to God and Man, 
in order to the ſecuring our Peace and Religion, 
in their private Capacities, as well as the Govern- 
ment is, to do all that can be done or deviſed in 
order to it : buthowever in ſhort I will offer theſe 
following, as to me appearing moſt preſſing and 
coulideratte : and if any other perſon can ſuggeſt 
more or more proper Motives it will become Tem 
conſidering the preſent neceſiity, 1n charity to them- 
ſelves and the P-blick to offer them to the view 
and conſideration of the people of theſe Na-

© Fiſt therefore I heartily. wiſh that all people 
would conſider with thernſelves, that what I offer 
is no [ovation here is nothing propoſed to them 
or impoſed on them, but what the wiſdom of our 
Arceſtors, and of King James, efteemed ne of the 
wilelt Princes in_the World, with the advice of his 
Parliament thought fit, to pals into a Law; and I 
hope that very News will oblige pebple to behieve 
they owe a duty of obedience'to-it : all the diffe-

Sacrament, and onely the PapiiFs were they who 
refuſed to do it; whereas now it 1s to be feared 
through the induſtry of the JFeſuzts among us, many 
who call themſelves Prote5fants will refuſe it as well 
as Papifts : however to ſhew the duty and the ad- 
vantage of it, eſpecially were tt a little accommo-.

Intereſt as well as duty, the Excellent Method of that - 
Law will be wholly impracticable; and it will be- 
impoſiible to effe& or attain: the end, for which it

ſible for thoſe who obſtruct the diſcovery of Popifh 
Prieſts and Feſnits, not to be in the fight of Gd 
and men guilty of all the Miſeries and miſchiefs 
which may be occaſioned by their concealment, I 
muft proteſt my ſelf to-be utterly ignorant. 

If there can be found any perſons ſo incredu- 
lous as not to be apprehenſive of theſe dangers 
from them, and who may that way think to evade 
the neceſſity that lies upon them to contribute 
their utmoſt towards this Dzſcovery : I will in ſhore 
endeavour to convince them from Former Exa- 


ples. Let the horrible Maſfacre in France be re- . 


membred, in which according tothe Relation even 
of Popiſh Hiitorians, there periſhed near a hundred 
thouſand Proteſtants of all Ages, Sexes and Condi- 
tions: among which, twenty Lords of Eminency,. 
twelve hundred Gentlemen, perſons of great Con- 
dition in the City of Parzs, belides what fell in 0- 
ther places : The ſubtile Contrivanceand deep dif- 
ſimulation with which it was managed, and the 
Exquiſite and ingenious Cyrzelty with which- 1t was: 
Executed, may ſufficiently Inſtruct us, what we are 


tO truſt to, from ſuch Myrdercrs, as glory in what 
is 
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is the ſhame and reproach of humane Nature, and 
-render the moſt propitious and merciful Divinity, 
-a-cruel and-fanguinary Being, whilethey pretend to 
pleaſe and do him acceptable ſervice by ſuch bloody 
ſacrifices, as even heathens | rrmrs' by the light 
-of mere'nature thought he abhorred : and who en- 
- courage one another in miſchief, as it the Hezverly 
Paradice, were-an Aceldama, and to be purchac'd 
with the-price of blood : making ſuch aftions of 
*horror and Cruelty as even exceed belief, merito- 
-rious performances capable to enrol them in the 
'Catalogue of their Calender Saints : though we know 
none ſhall aſcend the holy HiZ, but they who have 
Clean hands as well as a pure heart. | 

If this were not ſufficient to convince us at the 
-expence of our neighbours, that which comes near- 
er to us, ts the Rebellion and Maſſacre of the 
Ereliſh Proteitauts in Ireland ;, the fatal Flambean, 
which kindled our Engl; Flames 3 the Cruelties 
which were then exerciſed are beyond Expreſſion 
and belief, three hundred thouſand ſouls periſhed 
by moſt , cruel deaths, according to computation, 
and God onely knows how many more, who could 
never be brought into account: and both in this 
and the Pariſian Maſſacre how many of thoſe who 
eſcaped the barbarous Rage of theſe mercileſs 
Butchers, periſhed afterwards with cold, hunger, 
nakednefs, and all the hardſhips that: attend the 
miſerable Condition to which they were expoſed ? 
Whither to fly they knew not, but generally to the 
Woods and Forreſts, nor there, bw to ſupply 
the ncceſlities of Nature, having nothing left _ 
| at 
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but their lives, and no way of ſecuring thoſe long 
from the importunities of Cold and Famine; thus 
did they languiſh out a few miſerable hours till 
faint and weary, they became a prey to the Wolves, 
or fell into the paws of the Tories, the lefs merci- 
tul beaſts of the two. How many mournful and 
delolate Widows, how many diſtreſſed and miſera- 
ble Orphans were then cxpoled to all the miſe- 
ries of lit, before they knew what it was to live, 
and compelled to ſuffer all Extremities before 
they had done good or evi!? Oh Injuftice and 
uncomiſerating Crxelty / Oh more then brutiſh [- 
humanity ! | | 

And if the Romiſh Religion, command , encou- 
rage and reward ſuch execrable barbarity, to be 
exerciſed upon the {znocent, what kind of Re- 
verge can we imagine will they not invent for thoſe, 
who dare oppoſe them 2 what torments, what 
lingring and retail deaths would they think e- 
nough for ſuch grand Heretiques as have lain their 
Apeitles, whom they have employed to convert 
us to the Catholique Faith? Suetonizs reports of 
Tiberius Ce'ar, one of the Popes predeceſlors in the 
Roman throne, that he was a perſon ſo extraor- 
dinary cruel, that when a condemned perſon made 
it his importunate requeſt that he might be dif- 
patched quickly, he gave him this bitter $.zrcaſ#2 
in anſwer, Nondum tecum redii in gratiam, No Sir, 
by your favour, you and Þ are not yet come to be 
ſuch good friends. Certainly not onely Romulus, 
but Rome her (elf, her Kings, Emperors and Popes 


have been nurſed by Wolves ;, for ſure the —_—

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of any thing that has humane ſhape, muſt inſtill 
ſentiments more tender and compaſſionate. 

| There is not the moſt guilty head, that ſhall 
ſuffer deſerved Death for this Execrable Conſpiracy, 
but will be eſteemed a Saint. and Martzr in the 
Romiſh Church. Their great St. Thomas of Canter- 
bury, ſo famous for his Shrine and Miracles, and 
the infamous Prayzers made to him, as a Rival of 
the Son of God, who was by the account we have 
of Him in our Hiſtory, as ungrateful a Rebel to 
his Prince as can be imagined, may abundantly 
fatisfie us in that particular : and it ever the 
come to reckon with us for ſuch precious blood;

al and diſcrimination : they may hope for ##- 
dulgence from Prote5tants though of differing opi- 
ions, but they muſt not hope for the leaſt crums- 
of Indulgence or favour from Papiits; not all the 
ſervices they have done them will be remembred- 
with the leaſt gratitude or tenderneſs; no confide- 
ration of tender Conſciences is able- to ſoften thots 
hearts who are more obdurate- then Marble and: 
Adamant, and as Charles the. Ninth of France, in 
whoſe Reign the Maſſacre of Paris was executed, 
faid to the Prince of Conde, Maſi; Death, or the 
Ba#tile, ſo would they ſay to all Proteſtants, whes 
ther Diſſenters or others, Tirrr, or bury, For un- 
leſs they be ſecret Papiſts, which no body. can-te!l. 
| buy 
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but they are, if they will not ſubmit to a way 
of Trial, and unleſs they refolve to be open and 
profeſied ones, upon the firſt opportunity ; they 
cannot expe& any favour or Clemency from pre- + 
vailing Popery; it is a ſtream ſo rapid and v10- 
lent, that it drowns all that will not ſwim down 
the -furiovs torrext ; and ſhould that inundation 
break our banks, all Proteſtants mult either make 
Shipwrack of their Lives and Fortzxes, or of their 
Faith and a good Conſcience, tor they would ve- 
rifie their rule to a letter, Extra Eccleſiam nulla 
falws, No fafety in any ſence 1s with them to be 
found, expe&ed, or {o much as hoped for, out of 
the 47k, of their Charch. For though the Church 
of Exeland, as that which ſtands the main pil- 
lar of Truth, be what they chiefly hate, and en- 
deavour to ruinez yet in the fall thereof they 
would certainly cruſh all other Pretenders to 
Reformation of what names or diſtinCtions ſo- 
ever. | 

In extraordinary Caſes of ſuch impendent dan- 
er, people do not ule to be fo critically ſcrupu- 
ous, Whatever they may be at other times z but 
every mans fear is his own Pope, and can grant 
diſpenſations for matters of gregter ſcruple then 
this can be: if any perſons can think themſelves 
ſecure or out of danger, not onely at this time, 
but at all times, ſo long as England is infeſted 
with ſuch Wolves and Tygers, 1t muſt be ſuch peo- 
ple as either have no Religion, and fo care not 
what 1s uppermoſt, but like empty clouds can ride 


upon any wind, and changeinto any form 3 or fuch 
as 
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as defire the Roxiſh Religion may again prevail 
and be eſtabliſhed in theſe Natzozs;z or elſe ſach 

as are not ſenſible that the Doctrines and Pra- 

tice of that Church teach and authorize, Sediti- 

on, Rebellion, Murder, and the utter extirpation 

of all Heretiques, by all or any ways or methods 
whatſoever. 

To convince people of this, there is nothing 
more clear and evident, not' onely from the Wri- 
tings of private Doctors among them, but from 
ſeveral Bulls of former Popes, and from the De- 
crees of their Councils, which would be too long 
here to inſert, and are already notoriouſly known 
to all learned men ; and for thoſe who want ei- 
ther opportunity or ability to peruſe their W-;- 
tings, they may read enough in the Bloody Ry- 
bricks of their Actions to convince them of the 
reality as well as greatneſs of their danger, nor 
need they ſeek for Foreign Examples, who will 
aot credit thoſe before given 3 our own Coun- 
try, and this City Renowned over all the habi- - 
table Wosld, will afford the moſt unlettered Peo- 
ple inſtances more then enough, both of former 
times, and yet freſh and bleeding date; Smith- 
field will never forget the cruel Bo»fifes of Queer 
Maries ſhort life and Reign; and what treatment 
our Fathers were to have received from the [z- 
vincible Armada of Eighty Eight, had it proved 
more then an xxlucky boaſt, the whips, chalns , 
ſhackles, knives, daggers, and other Inſtruments 
of cruelty with which, and Savage Butchers that 


Navy made the Ocean groan, are certainly able to- 
in- 
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inſtruct the dulleſt, or the weakeſt capacities. Nor 
are the Jeſaits grown more mild or gentle by the 
F equent diſappointments, which our merciful and 
gracious God has in compaliton to us given them 
but rather more furious and exaſperated : and 
ſince Heaven refuſes to favour their Treaſors, they 
have made a Covenant with He4, and an agree- 
'ment with Death to take their part. I will not 
repeat the confident, and beyond all former 
things audacious Murthers, which they have com- 
mitted, even ſince the diſcovery of their intend- 
ed Conſpiracy; there 1s not a child in the Streets 


but can give a Narrative of the Tragedy: fo un- 


relenting and incorrigible are they even. when 
the Rod of God is upon them, and fo blinded 
with the rage of cruelty and revenge, that they 
will not ſee that the hand of God 1s gone out a- 
gainſt them; and what would they do then, ſhould 
God permit them to. ride in triumph over our 


heads? certainly their proud waters would have gone 


ever over our ſoul, they would have ſwallowed us 
up quick-when they were ſo wrathfully diſpleaſed at 
#s. And whenever the bottom of this dark de- 
ſign ſhall he opened 3 when theſe chambers of 
Death and habitations of Craelty ſhall be expoſed 
to the light of the Sz, which it is to. be hoped 
a little time will do; the whole World ſhall be 
witneſs, that there 1s little reaſon to doubt a ſyl- 


lable of what I have written. 


There is but one thing more which at preſent

That it 1s therefore and ought to be 
the delign of every good Subje&t and Citizen as 
well as it of the King and Government, to pro- 
mote theſe, will by an undeniable Conſequence follow

How invidiouſly all our Neighbours, eſpecially 
thoſe of the Rox2ar Religion, look upon this great' 
power. of our- Nation at Sea; and how ingrate- 
ful that Caionſe, Traffique which we maintain 
throughout. the World is to them, 1s eafily, to be 
obſerved by. their endeavouring to come 1n with 
us for a ſhare: they know little of the affairs of

ftoms to the Crown, nor Riches to the Nation; and 
to long as we cannot be fecure, but that by the 
treachery of theſe Jets and Seminaries; our City 
may again be reduced to aſhes, our perſons ſecret- 
ly murdered, that we know not who totrtilt, nay 
the Royal Perſon and Government deſtroyed m a 
moment, and mcns Eſtates given to the ravage of 
the Myrdereys, what encouragement can any

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have to trade ? fo long as there are ſo many poi- 
ſonous Spiders 'laying their cunning nets and toyles 


to take and deſtroy them : what courage can- the 
Innocent and induſtrious Bees have to gather Hony 


for the Common Hive ? 


Beſides it is worth our Conſideration, how de- 
fenceleſs ſo great an I//and as this 1s, and how 11- 
able to Foreign Invaſions, and Depredations, if ei- 
ther their own Shiping and Naval power decays, 
or does not exceed or at leaft equal that of our 
Neighbours : and ſhould any of them grow ſo po- 


_ tent at Sea, as either out of Ambition, or Zeal to 


propagate the Cazholique Religion to attempt an 1n- 
vaſion. upon us; how dangerous 1s it to have, a 
party within ready to joyn with them, to com- 
pleat a Congueſi upon our Ruine ? 


Afluredly, fo long as there are ſo many Semi- 
aries and Jeſuits among us, they will conſtantly 
be gaining Proſelztes among us to their own Church, 
and making faftions and diviſions in ours - where- 
as were we clear of them, we might hope in time 
the number of Papiſts would decreaſe, and cer- 
tainly many of the more ſimple and innocent Pa- 
piſts, ſtartled with the blackneſsof this horrid trea- 
ſor,, or for fear of the penal Laws, will return to 
their A/egiaxce and duty; and many more would, 


if they were net buoy'd up by the imaginary 


dangers with which their Prieifs affright them, 
or encouraged by the meritorioutneſs of that obſti- 
nacy, in which they do. all they can to. confirm 
them ; 
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them : But ſo long as the Rozfo party can by our 
Diviſions ſhelter their Prieits from diſcovery and 
the juſt puniſhment of the Laws, they will not on- 
ly be confirmed 1n their pertinacy, but they will 
be always ready to receive ſuch impreſſions of diſ- . 
loyalty om them, apd upon occaſjon to throw off, 
not only all duty and A/egiance to their Sovereigr, 
but all morality, and even humanity it (elf, in.de- 
fence, and for the promoting of the Catholique 
Intereſt : and ſo long as we have ſo many ſorts 
of Proteitant Diſſenters , who will not ſubmit to 
ay certain way of Diſcovering who- are Jeſuits, 
and who are not; we muſt certainly be conteniygd,. 
whether we will or no, to have thefe Amorites and 
Febuſites in our Land, as Goad's ir: our fides,and thorns 
7 our Eyes : we mult fit down with our fears and 
dangers, andonly have the feeble power to know 
and lament our wſery, but not to help it, 


To conclude, If either our Lives, our. Liberties, 
our. Religion, our Lztereſt, our Duty or our Danger, ' 
the glory of our Nation, or the natural affection ve 
owe to our Poſterity, have any power or Influence 
upon the people of theſe Nations, to be unanimous 
1m deteCting the Authors of our preſent fears, or tu- 
ture epotantngs z they all call aloud upon cy=.y 
man, to uſe all lawful ways and means to clear them- 
felves from the dreadful gilt of being Acceſſories 
and Confederates to our own, and the ruine of the 
Reformed Apoitolick and truly Chriſtian Religion ;, 
and 1& nothing of all this will move the hearts of 
men to compaſſronate themſelves, God have com- 

pallion. 
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paſſion vpon us! And if we muſt: ſuffer, permit 
us to fall into bis hands, for ts mercies are great; 
I:t #s r0t foll into the hands of Men, and of all 
Mankind, rot into the hands of theſe: Wicked 
and Blood-thirſty Men, whoſe Tender Mexcies are 
Cruelty i lf. |
